* ed from my Embraces.” ‘Thefe and fuch like pathe- 
tick Sayings, fo deeply ‘gained the Attention of that 
vitorious Emperor, fo ftrongly operated upon his 
Mind, as cauled'his Soul to relent, and diflolve in 
‘Teats, who, after he had carried his Ambition as high 
as he could, after he had triumphed over the whole 
‘World, conquered himfelf; which our Author, with 
all the Wifdom of a Philofopher, thus extols and com- 
mends: Nulla eff enim tanta vis, &Fc. ‘There is no 
* Power fo ftrong, no Force fo prevalent, which may 
* not, by the fovereign Power of the Sword and Arms, 
“ be weakened, défeated, and deftroyed; but to fubdue

‘ But if this was-never fo near, never fo ftrongly im- 


Judgment, the Sweetnefs and Energy of his Orations, “pending over me, 1 was always of this Opinion, 


the Delight which he took in defending the injured 
and Opprefled, in reproving fuch as were guilty of 
Fraud, Rapine and Cruelty :- Nor was his Candour and 
Integrity, his Humanity, Benevolence and Generoiity 
to all that merited well, either in the Arts and Scien- 
ces, or in the Republick, lefs amiable and attractive to 
all who approached him. ‘Tho’ many and great Ex- 
amples might be given of what is faid, 1 fhall only 
choofe to cite one or two fhort ones. When Verres, 
who prefided over the Sici/ians, had been guilty of many 
Aas of Avarice, Luft, Extortion, and Rapacity, had 
plundered: the Province, and defpoiled its Temples of 
their facred Shrines and Images, the diftrefled and mi- 
ferable People applied themfelves in a Body to their 
Patron, and fupplicated him for Relief, who, out of 
Regard to a Promife that he had made them, of never 
being wanting to their Intereft, undertakes the Caule, 
and obtains the Liberty of impeaching their Depopula- 
tor; yet, to fhew with how much Reluétancy he acca- 
fes, he argues thus: Tuli graviter acerbe, &e.* Ora- 
tin in QD. Cacilium. —~ * 1 am forely and grievoufly 
‘troubled, my Lords, to be reduced to fuch Straits, 
‘ that either thefe poor Sufferers, who have fled to me, 
‘ and implore my Aid and Proteétion, fhould be deceiv- 
‘ed in their Expeétations, or that I, who, from the 
*‘ Flower of my Youth; have been engaged in the De-

temporary in the fame Stadies ! with whom there is 
commonly more Envy than Love. Af. enim Marctllo 
wbis, P.C. reique publica reddito, Fc. * For fince M. 
* Marcellus, my- Lords, is rettored again to his Coun- 
‘ try, and the Honour. of fitting among you, I greatly 
‘ indulge myfelf in hoping, that not only his, but 
‘ a'fo my own Freedom and Gravity of Speech is pre- 
* ferved and fecured to you and the Republick ; for [
